Organization Called Radical. 


The United Workers of Hawaii i.- 


the outgrowth of the Central Labor 
Council of Honolulu, a radical. Japan- 
ese-controlled body which engineered 
the plantation strike of 1919-20. dur- 
ing -which there was much violence 
and sabotage. Upon the payment of 
large bonuses to workmen the strike 
degenerated Into a racial rather than ' | 
an economic demonstration, and the 
movement finally came to an end 
without any of l-he demands having 
been complied with. 


This organization, however, in con- 


nection with certain Japanese Inter- 
ests, financed a trip by several dele- 
gates to Washington for the purpose 
of urging the President to disapprove 
the so-called Hawaiian Labor Relief 
measure, which would permit aliens 
to come into the islands during cer- 
tain periods.

Council, at present is headed by an 1 1 
American. George Wright, who was 
one of the delegates sent to Washing- 
ton.
